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METHODS AT THE MINT. 


How Errors and Irregularities are 
Guarded Against. 


So much has been said about the 
Mint, ard so little seems to be known 
by the general public as to the means 
employed to protect the large quanti- 
ties of precious metals that go through 
it from careless or dishonest hands, 
that the GazeTre has taken the pains 
to trace the bullion through the Mint 
from the time the bar reaches the 
counter till the dollar goes out the 
door, 

WHEN BULLION is DEPOSITED, 
Or delivered at the Mint, it is weighed 
by the weigh clerk in the presence of 
the depositor or his agent, and the 
weight is verified by the register of 
deposits. The weigh-clerk and the 
register of deposits then enter in their 
respective books the name of the de- 
positor, the number end date of each 
deposit, kind of builion, weight before 
melting, and, if it can be ascertained, 


the State or county from whence it is 
derived. If the bullion consists of 
stamped bars, the name of the refinery, 
smelting works or assay office manu- 
tacturing the same, and if of foreign 
coins, the country where it is coined 
is stated. The deposit, after being 
weighed, is then placed in a self-lock- 
ing box and carried from the weigh- 
room to the deposit melting-room, and 
it is there melted and then brought 
back in the self lecking box to the 
weigh room to be reweighed. The 
reweighing is made by the persons 
before mentioned and careful entries 
thereof made in the weigh-clerk’s 
book. The register of deposits then 
enters the loss in weight in melting 
and his hook is submitted weekly to 
the melter and refiner, who carefully 
examines and notes on the same 
whether the difference in the weights 
before and after melting is usual aod 
ordinary, and fairly resulting from the 
nature of the deposit in each case. 
The book is then submitted to the 
superintendent for examination and 
at the end of. the quarter is forwarded 
to the Director uf the Mint at Wash- 
ington. If the gold oullion deposited 
contains a considerable quantity of 
silver, it is so noted in the weigh- 
books, and so also in the reverse case, 
and entered in the gold and silver 
weigh-book according as the gold or 
silver appears to exceed in weight. Ip 
order to further ineure the safety of 
the bullion in the weigh-room and 
deposit melting-room, and while in 
transit between the two rooms, all 
persons nut employed therein are ex 
cluded therefrom, and the transfer of 
the locked boxes containing the bullion 
between the two rooms is intrusted 
only to such employes as are designated 
for that purpose by the superintendent. 


THE MELTER AND REFINER 


Supervises and directs the mode of 
melting all the bullion, and he is 
charged by the Superintendent with 
the weight after melting, which is the 
same the depositor is credited with. 
The Superintendent and the. melter 
and refiner, when neceasary, call upon 
the assayer before and during the 
operations of melting, to make any 
examination necessary. The Superin- 
tendent gives a receipt for the weight 
before melting, which with the certi- 
ficate of the net value of the deposit, 
will be surrendered by the depositor 
when he calls for payment, If the 
depositor transfers his receipt, he must 
endorse it before doing so. As soon 
as the weight after melting is ascer- 
tained, the weight clerk transcribes 
the date of the deposit, name of the 
depositor, description of the bullion, 
and weight after melting, upon a 
blank called the assayer’s report, 
which is taken to the assayer, and the 
Superintendent delivers to the assayer 
from each parcel of bullion, a suffici- 
ent portion to be assayed, which shall 
be returned to the Superintendent. 
The assayer then inserts in the report 
the fineness of the bullion in gold and 
silver, and the charges to which the 
deposit is subject, and returns the re- 
port to the Superintendent. From 
the weight of the bullion after melt- 
ing, and the report of the assayer as to 
fineness, the value of each deposit or 
amount of charges is computed by the 
two computation clerks, and a de- 
tailed memorandum therefor, goes to 
the depositur by the Superintendent, 
or one of his clerks. The Superinten- 


dent at the same time gives under his 


hund, a certificate Of the net value of 
the deposit, specifying the amount aud 
mode of payment. The correctness of 
the certificate is verified by the assayer, 


who countersigus the same, and the 


necessary tations for verification 
are made in his office by a clerk under 
his control. The fineness reported by 
the assayer, and the weight of gold 
and silver contained in the deposit, 
are then entered by the weight clerk 
and the register of deposit in their re- 
spective books, and furnished to the 
melter and refiner. The melter and 
refiner then weighs each deposit sep- 
atately, and in order that di 
cies, if any, may be ascertained aod 
co after addiog in the weights 
returned by the assayer, will ascertain 
whether the weights of the gold and 
silver contained in the deposit agree 
with the weight furnished him by the 
Superintendent.

The ingots having 
been approved, the Superintendent, 
melter and refiner, and eoiner, or their 
representatives, attend at the weighing 
and three accounts of the weights are 
taken at the time, and the delivery to 
the Superintendent by the melter and 
refiner is simultaneous with the de- 
livery by the Superintendent to the 
coiner, The coiner then caauses the 
ingots tobe rolled, annealed and 
planchets cut therefrom, which, after 
being cleaned, adjusted and milled, 
are placed io the coining press, there 
to receive the Impressions; after which 
they are weighed and delivered to the

not satisfactory all the coins are 
weighed separately, and such as are 
not of ial weight are separated and 
delivered to the melter and refiner as 
standard bullion, and are remelted 
into ingots. After the superintend- 
ent’s trials are made the assay pieves 
are taken and carefully sealed up. 
The superintendent and assayer then 
go to each sack of coin and take out 
one piece. These pieces are sealed 
up along with the assay pieces in an 
envelope, on which the date of deliv— 
ery, the number and denomination of 
the pieces enclosed, and the amount 
of the delivery from which they are 
taken, are endorsed. The sealed par- 
cels are then deposited ia a package de- 
signated for that purpose, and which is 
kept under the joint care of the super- 
intendent and assayer, and is eo 
secured that neither’ can have access 
to its contents without the presence 
of the other. The reserved pieces ia 
this sealed envelope are quarterly 
transmitted to the Philadelphia Mint, 
where they are carefully preserved for 
delivery to the annual assay commis- 
sion.
